This 
is the situation in China as set, forth in 
the British government dispatch 
"Eight hundred Americans are tak­ 
ing part in the fighting at, Tien Tsin,” 
aid the Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Express, cabling last evening ‘‘and 
they apparently form a part of a aupnle- 
mcntary force, arriving with Germans 
and British after the conflict started 
it 
is impossible to estimate the number of 
Chinese there, but they had a surprising 
number of guns.” 
This inform ation appeared to have been 
brought by th e I lilte d States gunboat 
Na-hvillc to Che boo and thence tele­ 
graphed to S hanghai.
